mi. The Hebzues were cõmaũded to rab þ 
Ecipttas.Abzahi by gods cõmaundemente 
maketh himſelfe ready to ſlap his ſonne, fo 
a ſacrifyce in p Wofit Moria. The perſonal 
acts are not to be applied particule;lye, but 
only generally: foꝑ out of both tbeſe exäples 
we muſt learne obedience bnto God in thole 
thiugs which be requiteth ok vs in his woꝛd 
Alſo in this treatiſe of thexãmples of perſõs 
it is manifeſt þ che papiſts, c eſpeciallye the 
Möks, haue daũgerouſlp erred:who in their 
ſermons haue layde befoze bs, I knowe not 
what coũterkeit petie ſaints, aud haue fained 
tbẽ to baue liued al their lyte long ſo blames 
leſſe, that they neuer offended, no not in the 
leaſt thing. Such a fained deſcriptio of per. 
ſons maketh rather to deſperatiã then to the 
edifping of the conſcience , wzalk inge wihe 
greatnes ofſinne,+of the wꝛath of God. 
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Therkoze let vs take bntovs true examples. 
and lette vs leaue fapned Examples foꝛ the 
Poetes, which are not to be handled of thF 
whiche are called by ſapnt Paule the Ste- 
wardes ok the mpſterics of God. The ſacred 
ſcripture and tbe true hiſtoꝛye doth miniſter 
examples ſuffictently: as of Abzaham, Job, 
of Joſeph, of Panaſſes , of Parye Pagda⸗ 
lene,of the thiefe which was conuerted,q of 
ſuch lyke:foz out of ſuch as theſe ar. we map 
not onely trache tbe hearers true godlines, 
but aiſoy foʒme of lining accozding to their 
kynde of cailinge.Therfoze the godly pꝛea⸗ 
cher muſt remember to ſhewe foo2th exam⸗ 
ples pꝛofptable vnto godlines,andnot thoſe 
* whiche ſeeme to cauſe deſperation. Now it 
is tyme that we declare thoſe things wher- 
of we haue ſpoken with a plapne example:

dꝛawetb foozthe not onely the firme & ſure

holineſſe of life the belceulng man ought to 
bee. After this maner let bs learne, by the

Secondly, the pꝛofeſſiou 
of Abꝛaham, bis lyfe be foꝛe iuſtiſica tiõ, wit⸗ 
neſſeth ÿ be was receiued of God, not foꝛ his 
owne pꝛoper merites. oz wozkes goinge be⸗ 
foze,buc by the onelye goodnes of God, 
Thicdly in this example of Abzaham is ve» 
clared that tuſtificationoffayth, pertapneth 
equally to all. Foz Abzaham was iuſtiſied 
be loge men were diſcerned by any out warde 
wozkes. Dut of this circumſtance the Pꝛo- 
phetes without doubt haue dꝛawne and fra⸗ 
med their Sermons, of the callinge - the

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G2ntiles, Fourthlp, that the ceremonies of 
Moles are noi cequired of thepm that ate 
to bee iuſtifped: fo2 eũen as Abzaham was 
iaſtifped without them, ſo they thae ſhalbee 
juſfifyed after his exãple, muſt not require 
them to the accompliſhmente of their inſtt- 
fication, Fifcly,thatrighteouſnes doth come

Abzahi is tultefyed by the fapthe of pꝛomiſe 
befoze the Couenaunte of wozkes was pub- 
bliſhed: co wytte, the man that doeth chem 
ſhall lyue in them. Wherfoze hee is juſtified 
by fapth & not by wozkes . Sixtly. that tbe

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true and iuſtifpinge fapth, is a certayne ful 
aſſuraunce, whiche is not ſubdued by argu⸗ 
mẽtes of reaſb, but ſtedfaſtly beleeueth that 
be whiche pzomilech cannot lye, hom ſoeuer 
the whole nature ok thinges mape ſeeme ta 
gayne lape it. And that fapthe hath good 
woꝛkes, and obedience towardes God ioy- 
ned with it, and that nothinge ought to bee 
eſteemed dearer to a Chꝛiſtian man, then to 
be obedient tothe wyll of God. And lo the 
Mꝛophetes, godly Kinges, Apoſtles, and in 
lpke mane r al godlye men afcer Abzaham, 
fyꝛſt by example haue learned the true waye 
of iuſtifycation, and after wardes by the cir · 
cumſtaunces of the perſons, and the face, 
baue bene admoniſhed of moſte weighteye 
thinges. By this means the godlp pꝛeacher 
by the example ot Paule, may applye other 
Examples, both in thepm ſelues and alſo in 
the variety of circumſtaunces, and alwapes 
in his application, he muſt remẽber to haue 
g regarde to the pꝛopoꝛtion of fapthe.
